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FOREWORD 


CLEVELAND HAS FAITH IN HER ARTISTS 


HIS slogan is an affirmation. As such, it truly reveals the 

view point that has aided materially in bringing about the 
remarkable development in Cleveland art which has marked 
the past eleven years. To real talent, opportunity has been 
added, and this, plus the faith, enthusiasm, and belief of the 
city at large, has been of incalculable value to the artist gener- 
ally. There has been none of the mistaken attitude of “help the 
poor artist.” Instead, there has been positive belief in him as a 
creative being; an understanding of him as one of the productive 
forces of his city, as one who subtly incorporates within his 
work the soul of his community. The Museum has unqualifiedly 
believed in Cleveland’s future as an art centre and has felt that 
it would greatly fail if, in addition to exhibiting and collecting 
the finest things of the past, it did not transmit that creative 
life spirit to the future. To do this, it has held a yearly exhibition, 
and on the occasion of the opening of this, its “Twelfth Annual 
Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen,” it 
affirms anew its faith. 

It may also be added that the country has become increas- 
ingly conscious of Cleveland’s position as an art centre and as 
a patron of its own artists. For without patronage, nothing 
could have been accomplished. It is self evident that the com- 
mercial product which does not find its market fails. This 4 BC 
of business is no less true in the art world, and the Museum has 
been interested in finding, and successful in developing, many 
outlets. In eleven years, no less than 192 individual artists have 
sold 1290 objects for a grand total of $115,900.51. It is unthink- 
able that this patronage should not continue. Upon further 
analysis these figures are even more encouraging, for they show 
that about five-sixths of these totals were received within the 
past six years. 
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Such returns, important as they are, would be of no real or 
lasting importance if it were not true that in that period the 
general level of excellence has risen immeasurably and that the 
number of artists has risen in a like ratio. The creative arts are 
doing their share in making Cleveland known nationally. 

Several clubs have acknowledged in visible fashion their in- 
terest in Cleveland art by purchasing works from this local 
exhibition. The Cleveland Sorosis Club acquired a painting in 
1922; since that time the Mid-Day Club, the Clifton Club, and 
the Women’s City Club have acquired nineteen objects. Such 
purchases result in a three-fold benefit: the club is permanently 
decorated; the members become familiar with works of art 
which are created in their midst; and the artist is substantially 
helped and encouraged. The Museum is justly proud of this 
record and sincerely grateful for the splendid codperation on the 
part of the clubs. 

The public schools have also profited by these exhibitions, 
for fifty items have been purchased and presented to them since 
1922. The donors include: August Biehle, Mrs. Benjamin P. 
Bole, Mrs. Stevenson Burke, A. J. Farber, Mrs. Edward B. 
Greene, Leonard C. Hanna, Jr., Mrs. Ralph T. King, Samuel 
Mather, William G. Mather, Frederic S. Porter, Mrs. Francis F. 
Prentiss, Mr. and Mrs. John L. Severance, Mrs. Jane Tracy, 
J. H. Wade, Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt L. Warner, Frederic Allen 
Whiting, Edward M. Williams, and the Book and Thimble Club. 

In addition, pictures have been given to the lending collection 
of the Museum by Mrs. Benjamin P. Bole, Mrs. Edward B. 
Greene, Mrs. Ralph T. King, Francis F. Prentiss, John L. 
Severance, and Mrs. Paul Smith. These form a traveling ex- 
hibition which goes to the schools and libraries not only in 
Cleveland but to the surrounding towns as well. Two paintings 
were presented last year to the Public Library, one by Mr. 
and Mrs. Eugene Grasselli and one by public subscription. And 
one picture was given to The Cleveland Museum of Natural 
History by Samuel Mather. 

The Museum, in accordance with its custom, has invited out- 
of-town artists to act as jurors: Henry Hunt Clark, Leon Kroll, 
and Augustus Vincent Tack. These artists give their time, and 
the community receives the benefit of nationally known judg- 
ments. 
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Mrs. S. Livingston Mather has acted again as Chairman of 
the General Committee. To her and to her committee members 
the Museum and artists express their appreciation and indebt- 
edness. W. M. M.

REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


No such standard has ever been achieved before in any May 
Show. The Jury was amazed at the variety, the freshness of 
view point, and the astonishingly high level of attainment in 
the works presented to them. It was their many times expressed 
opinion that rejection should carry with it no stigma, that it 
was but the inevitable elimination in a competitive exhibition. 
Once again there has been no slackening in the development of 
the Cleveland art movement. Instead, there has been a sense 
of added power, which carries with it a fresh impetus toward 
higher levels. New artists have appeared, to join forces with 
those who have labored in the past to lay the foundation for 
their own and others’ successes. 

The first prize in the largest oil class, o1L PAINTING, LAND- 
SCAPE, was awarded to Clarence H. Carter for his beautiful and 
poetic canvas, “Lake Erie Patterns.” Distinguished in its de- 
sign and its sensitively-felt colors, it breathes peace and quiet- 
ness; and this effect is accentuated by the simple clarity of his 
style. It gives a feeling of cool days along the lake shore, as 
surely as the second prize, “Farm near Cassis,” by Louise B. 
Maloney, with its sun-warmed air, its tawny earth tones, and 
the picturesque notes of cedar, cypress, and olive, gives the glow 
of the Riviera. Strongly patterned is the canvas by Stanley T. 
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Clough, which took third; it has interesting forms and a fine 
simplification. The wealth of material in this class warranted 
three honorable mentions. Paul B. Travis has painted a “Storm 
in Belgian Congo” and has infused it with rare poetry; its colors 
and unusual forms unite to give a real sense of the savage 
majesty of Africa. Joseph Bruckner has seen romance in another 
field in his composition, “Tales of Incas”; and William C. 
Grauer in “Cadiz Coal Mine” has found his material close at 
hand in central Ohio. 

The class of O1L PAINTING, PORTRAIT, called for three prizes. 
Kalman Kubinyi won the premier honor with his double por- 
trait, ““Matyd4s Smayda and His Wife.” The ambitious design 
is happily realized in a most effective cool, silvery tonality; both 
figures have a fine and simple dignity and, psychologically, are 
exceedingly well rendered. Second was taken by Elmer J. Bru- 
beck’s ““Mrs. Anna Tenggren, Artist”; and third by the naive 
and charming “Gina” of Louise B. Maloney’s. Allan Edward 
Sloan’s “Janet” was given an honorable mention in this section. 

A most important class is that of OIL PAINTING, FIGURE COM- 
position. In this, first was given to the “Ezra Davenport” of 
Clarence H. Carter. In the Jury’s opinion this was an outstand- 
ing work in the penetration of its view point and in its truly 
startling brilliancy of light. It is a remarkable characterization 
of the “York State” farmer. Quite different and charmingly 
romantic is Carl F. Binder’s ““Schwabian Mother,” which won 
second place; while Louise Maloney strikes still a different note 
with her quaint little girl, ““Rosina.”” Honorable mention went 
to William C. Grauer’s powerful ‘Men of the Sea” and to 
Abraham Jacobs’ “Head of a Man.” 

OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE, brought out a wealth of interesting 
material. Two canvases by Louise B. Maloney were given first 
place: “Zinnias and Asters” and ‘“‘Eggplant and Onions.” Both 
show a keen form sense, which is perhaps more marked in the 
second canvas, in which the rendition of the eggplant is nothing 
short of masterly. Both second and third went to newcomers in 
the prize list, Elmer Novotny and Ambrozi Paliwoda, for two 
interesting and able works. The class as a whole was so rich 
that five honorable mentions were given, here listed alphabeti- 
cally: a “Still Life,” by William J. Eastman, luscious in its full- 
ness of color; ‘““The Peony,” by Joseph Suto, excellent in its

study of flower form; “Candle-Light,” by Wicktor Tiberg; and 
two paintings of still life by Paul Ulen and Edna Willard. 

INDUSTRIAL PAINTING was a small class, and in it William C. 
Grauer’s “Brick Factory” took first prize. The topography, and 
the forms in general, of this canvas were particularly well seen. 
Dramatically effective was the second, “Symbols of Industry,” 
by George G. Adomeit, with its vision of the teeming activities 
of the “Flats” and its distant silhouette of the Terminal Tower. 
William P. Koehler’s “‘Freights” won third. 

The first award in MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY 
MEDIUM, went to a remarkable fresco by Clifton Newell, the 
“Archer.” This highly ambitious work has beautiful color and 
a knowledge and sureness of form that sets it apart. Arthur D. 
Brooks’s ‘‘Paysanne,” finely conventionalized, has real charm 
and distinction. Charles Campbell won a third for his group of 
five small designs, which were fine in color and imaginative in 
idea. An honorable mention was taken by Stevan Dohanos. 

PASTEL as a Class showed a marked advance. First prize in 
this group was won by Louise M. Dunn’s “The Geranium in 
My Window.” Never has this artist produced so mature a work; 
it has the most sensitive of feeling and is thought through com- 
pletely in its medium. Clifton Newell’s “Hunter Resting,” has 
this same quality of appropriateness in the relation of its tech- 
nique to the subject matter. Walter Brough’s “Jane Alling” is 
an excellently organized portrait, which fully deserves its well- 
won third prize. Paul A. Meyer and Emery Gellert took the 
honorable mentions in this class. 

The waTER COLORs again show a steady growth. Never before 
have so large a number been entered, and in the opinion of the 
Jury their level of quality was remarkable. Certainly Cleveland 
takes a leading place in this medium in America. The first prize 
in this section was given to Paul Shively for his “Fall Moon,” 
a highly successful New England scene. Never before has this 
artist infused his material with such subjective feeling. He has 
woven about his theme a mood of suspense and quiet mystery. 
Quite different are the three by William Sommer, to whom the 
second award was given; their value and their charm depend on 
the unerring skill of their draftsmanship and upon the exceed- 
ingly sensitive and restrained use of color. Grace V. Kelly, the 
talented critic of the Plain Dealer, won third with two of her 
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Irish water colors. This artist, within the past two years, has 
made extraordinary strides; and the honor of winning a prize 
in such a group as this is an exceedingly high one. It was the 
wealth of material of absolutely first quality that made the task 
of the Jury difficult and the awarding of a large number of 
honorable mentions inevitable. Outstanding among these were 
the two water colors of Carl W. Broemel, a California and a 
Bermuda subject. Other remarkable groups were: two Nova 
Scotia beach scenes by Frank N. Wilcox, in which wind and 
weather produce an exceedingly powerful impression; this same 
vitality shows in the superb group of three by Paul B. Travis, 
which, with his oils, all African subjects, give amazingly vivid 
pictures of a continent which has not even begun to be explored 
by artists. Lorin Black is represented by two of his romantic 
Italian subjects; John Csosz, by a “Pieta,” very effective in 
composition; Charles Campbell, by a group of three; and Noble 
Curry and Ambrozi Paliwoda, each by one excellent piece. 

Henry G. Keller, who in the past has won more awards than 
any other Cleveland artist, has, as in several former exhibitions, 
entered not in competition. His water colors and oilsgo far toward 
adding importance to the various classes in which they appear. 

The scuLpture class is strong; and in this Joseph Motto took 
first place with a group of five pieces, ably and subtly modelled. 
He is an artist who has always shown talent, but he has here 
reached a level far above any previous achievement. Alexander 
Blazys, always one of the most active and creative of Cleveland 
workers, was given second for the model of a wall fountain; and 
Donald I. Griffith won third for a bison’s head, carved directly 
from the stone. 

Potrery again comes to the fore as one of Cleveland’s 
specialties; and the first prize vase by R. Guy Cowan and 
Thelma Frazier is a delightful thing in form, design, color, and 
texture. R. O. Hummel’s distinguished plaque was second; and 
Paul Bogatay’s decorated vase, third. Honorable mentions were 
given this year to a vase by Vera O. Neff, and to a pair of vases 
by The Cowan Potters, Inc. Certainly all of these artists and 
others in the ceramic class may be proud to be represented in 
such a vital and vigorously growing group. 

The class of CERAMIC SCULPTURE, a new departure several 
years back, again carries on with a remarkable sense of quality. 
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First prize was given to the “Neapolitan,” a fine figure created 
by Catherine Brasted, and fired in the kilns of the Sebring 
Potteries. Second went to Vera O. Neff for “Piggie.” The Jury 
wished to commend the outstanding group entered by Waylande 
Gregory and The Cowan Potters, Inc., particularly the ““Nautch 
Dancer” in that group. In this class as a whole, Cleveland is 
developing a fine group of sculptors in a too little used medium. 

The interest in prints in Cleveland is great, and the Print 
Club and the Print Department have been instrumental in arous- 
ing this interest. In ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES 
three awards were given to excellent proofs by Orville H. Peets, 
Jean Grigor Ulen, and Jolan Gross Bettelheim respectively. 
Kalman Kubinyi and Harold Griffith won mentions. This was 
an excellent class if not large. LiruocrapHy made a most 
effective showing; and Richard Beatty’s two plates, “Inter- 
mission” and “S. S. Glencairn,” carried off the first prize. 
William S. Gisch was second; Edwin Kaufman, third; and 
Russell T. Limbach won an honorable mention. The RELIEF 
cuts also more than upheld their former records; and the five 
“Circus” blocks by Augustus Peck were singled out for especial 
commendation and the first award. Kalman Kubinyi here took 
the second; and W. Atchley, third, for a group of four; while 
Charles F. Ramus won a mention for his “Annunciation.” 

The awards in the class of FREE-HAND DRAWING were an index 
of the desire of the Jury to be fair to all points of view. Through- 
out their judging this was their primary aim. In the group now 
under consideration first went to the sensitively drawn “Walter” 
of Paul Ulen’s, which presents a marked contrast to the second, 
the bitterly and tragically powerful “The Deserted” of Tibor 
D. Jankai. Jolan Gross Bettelheim’s “Landscape,” the third 
prize, was marked by the delicate power of organization which 
always characterizes this artist. In the honorable mentions of 
Augustus Peck and Jean Grigor Ulen are contrasted the vigor 
of simplified line and the charm of softly and beautifully 
modelled contours. 

ILLUSTRATION was a powerful class. In it both Dean G. Coyle, 
the first prize winner, and Charles Campbell, who took second, 
were welcome newcomers to the award list. Each has a distinct 
and vigorous talent in this field. Philip Kaplan took the third 
prize, and an honorable mention was given to John Gee. 
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PuHoToGRAPHY was no whit behind, and a numerous and fine 
group of pieces were selected for recognition. Edwin A. Vorpe’s 
““My Son,” first in the portrait class, shows an extraordinary 
adroitness in catching a most difficult and elusive subject. 
Mary E. Raymond’s “Helena” was second. Ethel Standiford- 
Mehling was third, and honorable mentions went to A. H. 
Becker and to Marie Riggins. In the LANDSCAPE AND MIS- 
CELLANEOUS, a still life, ““Duds,” by F. C. Baker, won the chief 
award. This showed an excellent choice of subject and a very 
clever sense of arrangement. Second was given to Lowrey-Sill; 
third to Dr. J. C. Lupton; and three honorable mentions re- 
spectively to Carle Semon, Carl F. Waite, and Mary E. Ray- 
mond. 

The craFT entries were not numerous; but most distinguished 
were the two pieces of WEAVING by Sara Mattsson, given the 
only award in this section. Equally outstanding were the 
awards in BATIK AND OTHER DYEING, given in order to Helen 
Stecher Ranney, Doris Martha Weber, and Josephine Laney 
Beduhn. In jewetry three prizes fell to Kenneth Bates, Mary 
Louise King, and Adelaide Carroll; and in s1LvErware first 
prize went to Jane Carson Barron and second to Anna Wyers 
Hill. The extraordinary variety of items entered in MISCELLA- 
NEOUS HANDICRAFT and their quality warranted three firsts for 
various types within the main class, to Mildred McBride, Ida 
M.Coltman, and Clarence H. Carter; a second was awarded to 
the Miles Studio. 

Where only a few objects were entered in a class, no prize 
was given, in accordance with the rules laid down; but in the 
WROUGHT IRON class the Jury wished to express special com- 
mendation of the screen entered by The Rose Iron Works, Paul 
Feher, Designer. This in their opinion was one of the outstand- 
ing exhibits and should be dignified by appropriate recognition. 

In an article of limited scope many worthy things cannot be 
mentioned. That is inevitable. Let it be stated, however, that 
marked progress has been made all along the line. With such a 
showing Cleveland will not fail to back her workers with re- 
newed confidence. W. M. M.
